Mrs. Bradbury Laughs and Chats 
With a Reporter. 


Says She Will Never Return to This 
City,and Col. John Can Get a Di- 
vorce When He Likes—Is Fond 
of Honolulu—Telegrams Sent.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Mrs. John Bradbury, who 
ran away from a millionaire husband 
down at. Los Angeles because of the 
fascination of H. Russell Ward, who is 
English, bald-headed, middle-aged and 
married, came to San Francisco this 
evening with her charmer. They 
supped at leisure at Marchand’s, took 
the air of the “tenderloin” in a brisk 
little hack ride, paused to dispatch 
some telegrams, and then sought the 
seclusion of the MansfieNM, a lodging- 
house on Post street, near Grant ave- 
nue.» 
| If there. is any romance about this 
elopement it cannot discoverea 
without a search warrant. The depar- 
ture of the strangely assorted pair from 
Southern California unconven- 
tional, but not romantic at all. From 
the moment the couple boarded the 
train at River Station they were 
known and watched. The papers had 
published their story one day too soon, 
and everybody was on the lookout for 
them.

Serious Disturbances in aSuburb 
Of Calcutta, 


Military and Police Obliged to 
Clean the Streets. 


Forty-eight Hours’ Fighting—Euro- 
peans Stonéd by Moslem Mobs. 
Women Grossly Insulted by the 
Rioters—More Trouble Ahead. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 
. CALCUTTA, July 2.—During the riot 


in the suburb. of Chilporo, twenty-four 


native police were surrounded by a 
mob and so roughly handled that all 
“are expected. to die as a result of the 
injuries. Many rioters were killed and 
‘wounded. 

A compromise on the plague meas- 
ures having been arrived at between 


turbances have ceased. The absence of 
rain is causing the greatest anxiety 
throughout India. The rioting arose 
out of the growing practice of the Mo- 
hammedans of seizing and refusing to 
pay rent for certain so-called mosques, 
built contrary to the tenets of the Mo- 
hammedan religion on ground belong- 
ing to infidels. The demolition of a 
mud hut, a so-called mosque, led to the 
outbreak. The rioters were continually 
reinforced in response to telegrams 
sent up the country appealing to all 
true Mohammedans to come to the aid 
of their co-religionists. 

For forty-eight hours ‘the police and 
military were repeatedly obliged to 
clear the street. Detached parties of 
Mohammedans~ stoned Europeans 
wherever they found them, in some 
cases dragging them from their glar- 
ries. 

— the telegraph lines were cut, and 

were besieged. There were many nar- 
row escapes. The rioters sounded war 
cries, shouted vile epithets, and grossly 
insulted the European women. 

In several parts of: Calcutta it is still 
dangerous for Europeans to go about, 
and it is likely to remain so, owing to 
the nature of the compromises by 
which the riot was brought to an end. 

The trouble is greatly incréasing by 
the absénce of the higher officials, 
most of whom are now. in the hills. 
Those who remained behind hesitated 
to undertake the responsibility of ex- 
treme measures. The result was that 
troops were not allowed to fire or to 
take the offensive, and even when ex- 
posed to every kind of indignity and in- 
sult. Their behavior and self-restraint 
the clroumstances were admir-

render of the lands,«but it is believed 
at this concession will prove a stand- 
ing menace to the safety of every Euro- 
pean, as the rioters will celebrate the 
victory throughout all India.

New Yorker's Yacht Smashed—His 
Woman Friends Thrown Down. 
[BY ASSOCIAT ESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, July 2.—On the yacht 
Llewellyn as she steamed up the sound 
to Oyster Bay last night, were Alfred 
Carr, her owner, and a party of friends. 
In the party were many women, 1aore 
or less known in society. The vessel 
had rounded David’s Island, and was 
sweeping along at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour, When she smashed.into 
a rock that stove a hole three~ feet 
wide in the port side of the yacht. In 
a fewseconds the vessel began to sink.

feet and ran up and down hysteri- 
cally screaming.

A BURST OF STEAM. 


THIRTY MEN NARROWLY ECAPE 
DEATH ON A MONITOR, 


The Crown Sheet in Ome of the 
Puritan’s Boilers Blows .Out and 
Fills the Room With Hot Water. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


 -NEW YORK, July 2.—Thirty men 
narrowly escaped death in the boiler 


room of the monitor Puritan. That they 


were not scalded,to death is due to the 
presence of mind of one of the crew. 
The Puritah is moored at the foot of 
Main street in the Brooklyn yard 
and has been undergoing repairs to her 
boilers. The repairs had been com- 
pleted and the men were only putting 
on the finishing touches at the time of 
the explosion. Orders had been given 
to start the fire under the boilers and 


boilers could be given a thorough test 
as the vessel had heen ordered to go to 
sea for target practice. 

Engineers were in the engine room 
giving instructions to firemen who were 
there. Suddenly there was a_ slight 
hissing sound of escaping steam in the 
room, but the men continued to work. - 
Then a sharp report and a flood of hot 
water and steam from one of the boil- 
ers started them to their feet. In an 


that was so dense’ the. men could 
searcely see. 

When the first burst of steam came 
from the boiler August Wilson, the 
boiler-maker in charge, ordered the 
men to-get out of the room. Wilson was 
the last one to get out, and while he 
was trying to find the entramce to the 
engine rooms Chief Engineer Cowie of 
the Puritan, who heard the report of 
the explosion, rushed into the room. 
Engineer Cowie made several attempts 
to get at the valves, but was held back 
by Wilson. When ‘the steam had 
nearly exhausted itself the valves were 
closed, but not until Cowie had been 
burned about the head and neck. The 
injured were attended by the ship’s 
surgeon. 

The cause of the accident was found 
to be the blowing out of the crown 
sheet in one of the boilers. It wads a 
miracle, the officers say, that none of: 
‘the men were killed or greater dam- 
age done to the vessel. As it is, the 
monitor will have to remain at the 
yard for some téme in order that the 
boilers can be put in trim. .

The lightest crew on the river, and 


behind the record of Yale last week, 
when she finished second in the ’var- 
sity race with all the conditions in 
her favor. The heaviest crew in the 
race today, Pennsylvania, found its 
boat washed full of water before the 
second mile was reached, and after 
passing that point was. compelled to 
retire from the contest.. The next 
heaviest crew, Columbia, bravely 
heralded as a rough-water crew, was 
so fearful of results from the same 
cause, that it lost many lengths steer- 
ing in-shore. 

In some respects the contest was 
pitiful. Cornell, the winner of the two 
.previous contests, the victors —-over 
Yale and Harvard, had been led to 
believe that Pennsylvania and Colum- 
“bia would put up’a harder fight than 
her contestants in the other races. 
On the contrary, the Cornell crew 
rowed over the course in the easiest 
kind of fashion, only hitting up the 
stroke in the last three-fourths of a 
mile, in. an evident endeavor to make 
fair time. : 

Columbia struggled in the rear, los- 
ing length by length, while rowing a 
much quicker stroke than Cornell, we 

er 
crew found themselves almost incapa- 
‘ble of further work. <As if to exhibit 
her prowess and her wonderfully-hus- 
banded strength, the Cornell coxswain 
turned his boat around and rowed up 
a mile and a quarter above the finish 
to salute defeated Pennsylvania, and 
then rowed to the boathouse. 

There was really no race to describe, 
at least not after the second mile. Dur- 
ing the first three-fourths of a_ mile 
the contest was rather pretty. Penn- 
sylvania took the water first with a 
‘quick, jerky stroke, Columbia follow- 
ing and Cornell hanging to the rear, 
with her slow, measured thirty-two. At 
the quarter of a mile Pennsylvania had 
a lead of half a length over Columbia 
and Columbia one-half over Cornell. 
Pennsylvania was, however, splashing 
badly. At the half-mile Pennsylvania” 

ras rowing a thirty-four and Colum- 
‘ie a thirty-three, while Cornell with 
her thirty-two stroke was decreasing 
the lead. At the three-fourths Penn- 
sylvania had three-quarters of a 
length still over Cornell who had pulled 
on beyond Columbia for about half a 
length. 

It was here thatthe trouble seemed 
to begin in the Pennsylvania boat. Just 
prior to the starting of the race, the 
steamer Tremper of the Albany and 


the boats were lined up, and although 
warned by the referee and the police 
boats, would not stop. The -swells 
that she made were blown back by the 
wind and tthe local referee, Harris 8. 
Reynolds, started the crews while the 
swells were running, though Coach 
Ward of Pennsylvania protested 
against starting. When Cornell's boat 
on the outside hit them they were long 
swells, and the sharp boat cut them in 
two, converting -them into a choppy | 
sea so that when they hit Pennsylva- 
nia’s shell they -washed over the side. 

It was here that Cornell’s clever row- 
ing was in evidence, for while the beau- 
tiful form of that crew kept the oars 
from touching these swells during the 
feather, the Pennsylvania oarsmen hit 
them with so much force as to throw 
part of them into the boat. By the 
time the crews had reached the mile 
and a quarter the Pensylvania boat 
was lumbering along, filled almost tg 
the gunwales, but the men _ continu 
to bhavely pull, although falling far 
behind Columbia who, in rowing in. 
shore to avoid the swells, had lost 
considerable distance to Cornell. From 
the mile and a half down the. almost | 
ludicrous procession began. 

Cornell’s boat went along against the 
head wind as if it had wings, while 
the Columbia crew pulled along vio- 
lently, losing nearly a length in every 
quarter of a_ mile. ennsylvania 
splashed and fluttered along, slowly 
going to the rear until the two-miles- 
and-a-quarter pole was reached, when 
Coach Ward came around in the Ben 
Franklin and took the crew aboard. 
From. that time on the race prac- 
tieally lost its interest to the thousands 
of spectators along shore. Cornell's 
rhythmical’ rowing carried the _ boat 
along at am excellent pace, .although 
the shell-had taken in ‘same water, 
while Columbia, rowing at thirty-three, 
but with indomitable pluck, struggled 
along to ¢atch her with a@ tenacity that 
was astonishing.

Killing Perry and Expressen

bade the Sheriff good-by and at 10:30 
o’clock the drop sprung. Melson’s neck 
was broken and death was instanta- 
neous. At 10:50 o’clock ‘he was pro- 
nounced dead by the physicians and 
was cut down. He will be buried at 
the expense of the county. 

The crime for which Melson paid the 
death penalty was the murder of 
Charles Perry in March, 1896. The ‘Jat- 
‘ter disappeared from the Waldo copper 
mine, where he was employed, and as 
he was known to have considerable 
money with him, an investigation was 
made, with therresult that the body 
was found in an-old well near the de- 
serted mining claim in the Siskiyou 
Mountains in August, with a bullet 
‘wound in the right side. It being as- 
certained that Melson had induced 
Perry to visit the mine about the time 
of his disappearance and had _ subse- 
quently spent money freely at Crescent 
City, the crime was subsequently 
traced to him, with the result that he 
was convicted and sentenced to death. 
_ Perry was 50 years old, and came to 
this Coast from Connecticut, where a 
widow and seven children now reside. 
Melson was a Kentuckian and 42 years 
of age. He leaves a widow and two 
children.

DEATH TO SLOW MUSIC.ON THE

Ravages of Yellow Fever Aboard 
‘the Pacific Mail Steamship 
City¥ of Para.

AT LEAST DOZEN FATALITIES. 
NATURE OF THE DISEASE DENIED 
BY THE SHIP’S OFFICERS. 


The Captain of the Vessel One of the 
First to Succumb — Band Con- 
certs: Kept Up During the 

Terrible Panic. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

NEW YORK, July —Passengers 
who arrived here tonight on the 'steam- 
ship Allianca tell a harrowing story of 
their experience aboard the Pacific 
Mail steamer City of Para which left 
Panama for San Francisco May 23 last. 
It seems three days after clearing the 
Isthmus yellow fever broke out among 
the crew and passengers of the Pacific 
Mail liner which caused a panic aboard 
and resulted in the death of the com- 
mander of the vessel, Capt. Martersen. 
Three-fourths of the passengers, 
Said, were attacked by the disease, and 
at least a dozen of them found watery 
graves. When the vessel finally 
-réeached San Francisco, the facts of 
the terrible voyage were = suppressed 
and the sickness and deaths were at- 
tributed to tropical dysentery. But 
the passengers who came here tonight 
say that the symptoms were plainly 
those of yellow fever. 

‘The disease was raging on the isth- 
mus, but when the passengers went on 
board the City of Para they were told 
by the officer that they- need have no 
fear. There was no effort at fumiga- 
tion, and when Mrs. Mitchell, the wife 
of an English captain commanding one 
of the vessels of the Chilean line, ap- 
peared on the City of Para, heavily 
veiled, there was no uneasiness. Three 
days out she died from, the so-called 
tropical dysentry. | She was buried at 
sea, and the next to be taken down 
was Capt. Martersen. Before he died 
the fever had spread all over the ship.

Country merchants arriving 
here express surprise at the absence 
of the buoyancy of business which has 
set in among their own people. 
“Incident to the settlements abroad 
of July interest and to an active de- 
mand for travelers’ credits, there is a 
revival of the export movement in 
gold, and at the moment of: writing 
the week’s shipments appear likely to 
aggregate around $6,000,000. These 
transactions, however, have no effect 
upon the securities market; first be- 
cause their bearing upon the money 
market is wholesome rather than 
otherwise; next because, with a cur- 
rent supply from our gold mines of 
‘about $55,000,000 per year, we can we]l 
afford to part with the metal; next 
because the treasury is amply able to 
meet the demand; and next because 
the course of our foreign trade fore- 
shadows a comparatively early return 
of the gold we are now parting with.”

This pamphlet 
charges that C. P. Huntington sold 
these men weak stocks at. par; that 
he has defrauded them in leasing lines

Fairchild, the former Secretary of the 
Treasury; Thomas’ Francis Bayard, 
former Minister to England; Lord 
Monckswell, Sir John Lubbock, Wal- 
ter Morehead, Silas B. Dutcher and 
Edward Morrison, Jr.

“The same promoters (Huntington 
et al.,) who sold us Central Pacific 
stock, engaged in building a rival rail- 
road, known as the Southern Pacfic, 
and became heavily interested in its 
securities. They found that the vaiue 
of their holdings in this opposition 
scheme would be greatly enhanced if 
they could retain control of the man- 
agement of the original line of the 
Central Pacific, upon which they had 
so profitably realized. 

“In furtherance of this anomalous 
result, the British certificate-holder 
was informed that registration of- his 
stock in his own name would be fol- 
lowed by liability for the debts of the 
company. “ 

“By the misuse of this device, the 
real owners of the property (the Eng- 
lishmen) in this country were deterred 
from transferring the stock, and the 
vendors (Huntington et al.) were thus 
left in absolute control of the corpora- 
tion and railroad. As they had mean- 
while become interested in the South- 

ern Pacific opposition line, pro- 
ceeded to deal with the Central Pa- 
cific in the manner now to be stated. 
Among: the most valuable asseis of 
this road were se¥eral branch and con- 
necting lines held under leases. The 
United States Railway Commission es- 
timated them to be worth more than 
£300,000 of net annual revenue to the 
Central Pacific stockholders. But 
these holdrover directors,- who had 
been allowed to remain in the board, 
deliberately proceeded in 1884 to as- 
sign these productive leases to their 
own company, the Southern Pacific. 

“But this action was merely a pre- 
lude to the more sweeping anouropria- 
tion of our property. This nominal 
board undertook to dispose of the en- 
tire Central Pacific Railroad and its 
property to themselves, acting in the 
name of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. In 1885 they went through the 
form of leasing the Central Pacific 
and themselves took possession thereof 
in the name of,.their opposition enter- 
prise. Having control of both sides of. 
this transaction, they- fixed the rental 
which they would pay for the Central 
Pacific at 2 per cent. on the capital 
stock. In 1894 these same adverse 
parties being still left in control of the 
board, proceeded to make another 
agreement with themselves, whereby 
they undertook to retain possession of 
the railroad under a ‘sqrcalled lease 
without any fixed rental whatsoever 
to stockholders.. 

“Against such complete absorption 


the railroad company finally remon- 
strated, but their remonstrances, in-

ing’ a deal in Congress, by terms of 
which the Southern Pacific Company 
would become practically the owners 
of the Central Pacific nailroad, wicu- 
out paying any consideration to. the 
shareholders, except a few small divi- 
dends, In explanation of what the 
stockholders propose to offer to the 
government as a settlement'of its debt, 
the pamphlet has the foilowing: 


“In view of the government’s posi- 


tion that the Central Pacific is in ae- 
fault to the government, the commit- 
tee proposes to negotiate and agree 
with the creditors of the Central Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, holding the 
maturing claims, for a reduction of 
the principal of its debts by the appli- 
cation of sinking funds; for the re- 
duction of interest charges, by the is- 
sue of new obligations, at lower rates; 
for the final adjustment of all the 
claims of the government; upon a basis 
conformable to the earning capacity 
of. the property; for the extinction of 
all the claims of the Southern Pacific 
Company; either to hgld our property 
under the present alleged lease or to 
convert itself into a creditor, for any 
alleged advances. 

“These objects are to be attained by 
means of an amicable foreclosure, sale 
and reorganization, agreed upon with 
the. government and other creditors, 
and providing for the maintenance of 
the stock in its complete integrity... 
Upon the reorganization ‘of the com- 
pany the operation of the road is de- 
signed to be conducted either by the 
stockholders, or leasing under proper 
guarantees to the highest bidder.” 

This is certainly a fair proposition, 
and should be satisfactory to the gov- 
ernment. It is, in fact, nothing less 
than a full payment of the debt. 

The outcome of this sensational 
financial story will be watched with 
much interest througnout the financial 
world. It looks very much as if Hunt- 
ington had at last encountered a set 
of determined men, who are willing to 
put up a fight that wilh be, hot enough 
to let him know that has been 
..through one. ‘It is, of course, just pos- 
sible that he may succeed once more 
in pulling the wool over the eyes of 
these foreign stockholders, but it is 
scarcely probable, unless he makes 
very ‘material concessions and- backs 
those concessions with ample security. “

Graceful Act of Capt. Anderson of 
the Citizens’ Committee—Deals in 
Mines — Preparations for the 
Fourth—The Sammer Exodus. 


RANDSBURG, June 30. — [Regular 
Correspondence.]

City Engineer Dockweiler has just 
had completed in his office a_ topo- 
graphical map of the area embraced

JURORS DISAGREE. 


SIX FOR VALDEZ’S CONVICTION AND 
SIX FOR ACQUITTAL. 


The Eightecn-year-old Mexican Boy 
Escapes Conviction of Michael 
Lorden’s Murder, but Must Stand 
Another Trial on the Charge. 


A general disagreement between thé | 
twelve jurors, who for several days 
last past have been listening to the 
evidence and arguments in the trial of 
Frank Valdez, not only on questions of 
law, but on questions of evidence and 
fact, caused their dismissal and a re- 
trial of the Lorden murder case. 

Righteen-year-old Frank Valdez shot 
and killed Michael H. Lorden at the 
latter’s store in Calabasas in last April. 
This muc’a the boy admits. . He alleges 
that the fatal shot was fired in self- 
defense, and the prosecution argues 
that Valdez shot the old storekeeper 
for money and with robbery as an ob- 
ject. 

The case was tried before Judge B. 
N. Smith in Department One, and the 
issue was placed in the hands of the 
jury at 5:45 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon. All night long the vote of the 
jurors stood six for conviction.and six 
for acquittal. No change in the vote 
came with the morning. Judge Smith 
calied the jury into the courtroom 
yesterday forenoon and asked what was 
the difficulty. The answers given by 
different jurors to this question con- 
vinced the court that it would be im- 
possible for them to reach a verdict, 
and after a few more hours’ delibera- 
tion with no change in its vote, the 
jury was discharged. Valdez will, be. 
tried again. 


THE CHARGE CHANGED. 


Eusebio Pico Pleads Guilty’ to 
Simple Assault. ‘ 
Eusebio Pico, charged with assaul 
with a deadly weapon, was brought

asserted, Pico assaulted him with a 
loaded quirt, striking him repeatedly 
over the head and arms. Chavez could 
give’ no reason. why such an attack 
should haye been made upon him by his 
assailant. 
During the day one of the jurors se- 
lected to try Pico became ill. While 
waiting for the sick juror, the court

Republicans Have Matters Well ina 
Hand and the Next Session of 
Congress Will No Doubt Ac- 
complish Much. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 26. — These 
might be termed the closing days of the 
Tariff Bill, it will be the tariff law 
within the next two weeks unless some 
unforseen hitch occurs in the confer- 
ence committee. A good deal of feel- 
ing was manifested when the House 
bill was so extensively amended by 
the Senate. Chairman Dingley of the 
Ways.and Meafhs Committee scarcely 
‘recognized the new measure, and the 
chances were decidedly favorable to a 
long struggle in conference. But in 
many instances the House rates have. 
been restored and in others agreements: 
have already been reached. From the 
time the debate began, the leaders in 
the Senate and House:have worked -to- 
gether, and but few changes are an- 
ticipated in conference. The Demo- 
crats committed to a non-obstruction 
policy have succeeded in making a 
very hard fight without appearing to. 
be fighting; several important sched- 
ules’ are the results of compromises, 
and as to these the Republicans are 
not very heartily in accord with the. 
bill, but as a whole, the measure, it is 
believed, will be more satisfactory than 
any ever on the statute books. 

There will be a determined effort to 
have a tariff commission appointed in 
order to eliminate the tariff question 
from politics. In this a number of Re- 
publicans are favorably interested, but 
it will have the support of more Demo- 
crats than Republicans. The Democrats 
claim that had the tariff question been 
left out of the campaign last fail, they 
would have been victorious, and they 
are not only willing but anxious that 
.a commission adjust the tariff, insist- 
ing however, that the agricultural, 
commercial and manufacturing inter- 
ests have equal representation on the 
commission. This will change the dis- 
cussion back to the well-known ground 
of preducer against consumer, and it 


passed. 

The Republicans having a minority in 
the Senate, without the aid of silver 
ballots, it was fortunate for them that 
the Democrats wanted the tariff out of 
the way. They are in fact anxious that 
the bill should pass, as they want the 
silver question to be the only one in the 
next Congressional campaign. Up to 
a very short time ago, the silver men 
thought they had very clear sailing to 
sécure a majority in the next Congress. 
Every man who has watched the prog- 
ress of politics is aware that at the 
eleetion succeeding the inauguration of 
a President, a majority of Congressmen 
are opposed to him. There are two rea- 
sons for this the disgruntled: office- 
seekers and the class_that expect pros-

_Congress has but one session before 
the next eleetion, and very little is 
done, because it takes that long for 
the new members to learn how to act 
as legislators.

Papers Thrown from the Outgoing 
La Paloma in Midchannel to the 
Land-bound Passengers of the 
Hermosa—Happy Island Folk. 


GATALINA, July’2.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.].

FLAWS IN A UTOPIA. 


GEORGE VENABLE--SMITH PICKS 
THEM FOR ONE DEBS. . 


Views are Too Radical—Puget Sound 
Colony’s Failure Posts the Critic. 
Wind-jammers Killed It—Wash- 
ingtonians not for Such Ex- 
tremes. 


[Chicago Tribune, June 24:] George 
ngton State Im- 
migration Commissioner, came to Chi- 
cago yesterday to confer with Debs 
and his lieutenants concerning the lo- 
cation of the proposed Socialist co- 
operative colony in Washington. 

Commissioner Smith led a band of 
500 colonisjs from Chicagé=to Puget 
Sound ten years ago, when the co- 
operative colony was founded. The 
colony was a success, but the codpera- 
tive part of it failed through politi- 
cians and demagogues. The town is 
now called Port Angeles. 

Mr. Smith said yesterday that Debs 
had made some bad mistakes in his 
plans and public speeches. His criti- 
cism was given in a kindly spirit, for 
his sympathies are with the movement, 
though he did not hesitate to say that 
it would not succeed unless radical 
¢ghanges were made in management. 
ONE SCHEME CALLED A FOLLY. 

It was the height of foolishness to 
talk of capturing the State Legislature 

and make the whole commonwealth so- 
Cialistic within a year or two. Such 
plans were not in favor there, and, it 
would be fought bitterly by @ majority 
of the people. . 

In the immediate vicinity of Port An- 
geles .the majority of the voters were 
Socialists, but even they would not be 
in favor of codperation, because it had 


‘Your general plan has some good 
features,’’ said Mr. Smith to several 
Officers of the Social Democracy yes- 
terday, “but the dethils are wrong.

‘TAXING BANK ACCOUNTS. Here- 
tofore Brooklyn bank accounts, have 
not been subject to taxation, but under 
a recent ruling the assessors have de- 
cided to impose a personal tax on all 
of the taxable bank accounts, as many 
Brooklynites who are taxed in that city 
have their spare cash locked up 
New York banks. The United States 
Investor thus comments upon this new 
departure: | 

“If the determination of the assessors 
stands, the accumulated cash in Brook- 
lyn banks will help materially to raise 
the burden of taxation from real es- 
tate owners this year. . There is, how- 
ever, a strong probability- that some 
citizen, with a big bank account, will 
contest the right to tax his accumu- 
lated capital. Under the laws of: 1896, 
the list of property given as being free 
from taxation includes the deposits in 
any bank for savings which are due 
depositors. At the tax office one of the 
men in authority said: ‘The revised 
taxation laws define the laws’which the 
assessors must follow. We shall in- 
terpret the clause relative to deposits 
as exempting the savings bank from all 
liabilities. But this does not excuse 
the depositors from ‘paying taxes 7 
their accounts. The money intruste 
to the banks is not theirs, and is not 
taxable to them. They can be consid- 
ered as owning ail that-they hold in 
their hands, but the assessors see no 
reason why the cash laid aside by a 
man should not be considered as per- 
sonal property, the same as though 
that money were invested in a hguse 
and lot.’ ”’ 

COMMERCIAL. 

THE APRICOT CROP. The Pomona 
correspondent of The Times writes as 
follows: 

Apricot and peach-growers are look- 
ing very anxiously upon the fruit mar- 
‘ket just now. Conditions do not seem 
‘to be what they should be nor what it 
was thought they would be this vear. 
There has been no exnectation of high 
prices but it was thought. that the 
general condition of the country was 
such as to warrant fair prices. These 
have not materialized, however. At 
the present time dried apricots are sell- 
ing at from 5 to 5% cents, and the 
offering of $10 per ton for green fruit 
4s apparently about all the dried-fruit 
market warrants. - 

The Times has been to some pains to 
see how the growers look upon the 
market and is not surprised to find a 
__very general feeling among the farmers 
that it is necessary for them to put 
themselves in a position to dry their 
own fruit and thus get as much of 
their own work as possible in the fin- 
ished product if they are to have any 
profit from their business this year. The 
difference between the valuesof the 
fruit on the’ trees and the ‘dried fruit 
is very marked. The offer of $10 per 
ton for apricots delivered is equal to 
about $7 on the trees for the average 
grower, but on the other hand a ton 
of green apricots is goed for 350 pounds 
of dried fruit, which at 5% cents would 
he worth $19.25, leaving $12.25 for -pick- 
ing and drying the fruit. The farmer 
who dries his own fruit also has the 
satisfactioon of knowing that j;t is 
scarcely possible that the market will 
fall below present quotations, while it 
is possible that there will be. a con-" 
siderable improvement, of which he 
will have the advantage. 

In view of the above figures it is 

evident that the shrewd fruit-grower 
who has boys and girls in his family 
will utilize their services to the ut- 
most in this year of low priecs and will 
turn out the product of his orchard 
in a finished conditien, reaping not 
only the product of his soil but 
the profit which usually goes to the 
fruit-dryer, and thus be in a position 
to hold the fruit for any improvement 
that mey be in the fnarket. This is in 
line with the experience of tne past 
in all Hines of horticulture, as it is pe-- 
coming more evident each year that 
the successful horticulturist is the one 
who masters all the requirements of 
his business. 

In investigating the conditions of the 
- apricot industry in many sections The 
Times representative was especially, 
‘impressed with the codperation- be- 
tween the growers of Pomona, where 

the associations of deciduous fruit- 
growers are very strong. People have 


@ifferent<ideas ahout the feasibility,.of | 


the codperative ‘movement among or- 
-ange-groWers on account of the varia- 
tions in the quality of fruit. But there 
is no room for any such criticism re- 


garding codperation in the handling of | 


deciduous fruit. The‘result in the past 

_ has always been most saticfactory, and 
this year the associations will dry a 
very large portion of the apricots and 
peaches of this section. These asso- 

- eiations not only have the advantage 
of letting the grower get his own work 
nto the curing of the fruit, but they 
‘give the added advantage of having 
the work done on a large.scale and the 
fruit marketed in bulk sufficient to 
command the best prices. 

At Colton it is learned that the Cut- 
ting Company cannery is making no 
effort to turn out a largé amount of 
highest grade goods’ this year, evi- 
dently having no great confidence in 
the future of thee market. A letter 
from this firm to a grower at a neigh- 
boring town says that the cannery 
‘will not require any fine fruit from that 
locality this year, but will pay $8 per 
‘ton for fruit delivered to fill an order 
for the cheaper grade of. goods. That 
would imply a-yxalue of about $4 per 
ton for the fruit on the trees. 

At Redlands the new companv is 
paying $10 per ton for average fruit 
and $17 per ton for selected fruit. This 
is the first year’s work of the can- 
‘“mery at that point, and it is believed 
considerable fruit will be canned. 

’ At Azusa A. P. Griffith is experiment- 
ing with an evaporator... The fruit he 
turns out is not sulphured and is con- 
sequently darker in color, though some 
people believe it preferable to the sul- 

_phured product. Being free from sul- 
phuric acid it is sweeter than sul-. 
phured fruit not properly treated be- 

. fore cooking. 

The quotations throughout. 
Southern California are for Royal apri- 
cots, and are considerably below the 
quotations made in Northern Califor- 
nia, for canning fruit, which implies 
Moorparks, of which but a very small 
quantity is grown through this section. 

If any person has gathered the im-’ 
pression that the apricot industry has 
shrunken in importance in the past 
_few years, he is mistaken.» There are 
a few sections where orchards have 
been destroyed. to make way for or- 
anges, but for every tree pulled up a 
dozen have been planted, and there are 
.in the field as producrs this year u 
number of localities which have not yet 
made their name in the markets of 
the country. 

_. Notable among these are Moreno and 
Hemet, both in Riverside county. Each 
has turned out a little fruit in the 
past, but nothing like what they will 
have this year. Then, if one wanted 

--to take a run down into the back coun- 
try. to the south of those towns into 
a practically undiscovered section ‘of 
Southern California he would find a 
surprising number of new 
just “coming into bearing. 

Yet with the great increase in the 
output of apricots, there ‘is everywhere 
eonfidence in that industry. Farmers 
loeak upon ‘cots as the most staple of 
the orchard productions, and though 
‘the market value of the output has 
shrunken in sympathy with the. general. 
demoralization of industry diring re- 


cent years, there is still a feeling of | 


implicit confidence in the final outcome 
of-the fruit. During recent years there

It may not be amiss to say a word 
regarding the quality of dried apricots 
turned out in Southern California, and 
in doing so it is not necessary to cover 
up what is really a serious evil. It is 
so recognized by the buyers, and it de- 
prives Southern California of consider-. 
able revenue in the course of a year. 
The fact is that there is a vast differ- 
ence in the quality of the dried apricots 
turned out, and much of the best 86 

t 
a few of the canneries Indians and 
other slovenly. hands 
and the filth about such places is un- 
speakable, while the same slovenliness 
results in turning out goods which are 
covered with sand and in other ways 
show a lack of care. This fruit is* 
classed along with fruit which has been 
treated most carefully, and whith 
shows the effect of the care taken. 
Little discrimniation is made between 
the best and the average output. and 
as a,result the market suffers from 
the slovenliness of a very few dryers. 

While investigating the apricot in- 
dustry the Times representative had 
his attention called to several instances 
where growers have endeavored {0 
make a success of putting up pdund. 
boxes of especially fine fruit, thinking 


‘of appealing to the high-class trade of 


the East. No case .could be found 
where success had been achieved -in 
this way; though specimens of the fruit 
were shown which looked delitious 
enough to tempt any man’s appetite. 
The fact seems to be that the dried. 
apricot is essentially the poor man’s 
fruit. The grower boasts that his dried 
fruit is good enough for any man, but 
the fact remains that, good as the fruit 
is, where price is not taken into con- 
sideration, any man will take canned 
fruit in preference to dried fruit, and 
by the time the fancy fruit in dainty 
boxes reaches the East it must be re- 
tailed at a figure equal to that asked 


man finds it beyond his reach, and the 
rich man will take the canned article. 
It seems, therefore, that the fruit 
must b@ kept within the reach of the 
purse of the day laborer, but among 
the producers of the best fruit the tes- 
timony is universal that Southern Cali- 
fornia must aim to raise the standard 
of its output. A small fraction of a 
cent per pound added to the cost of 
drying will very materially improve 
the standard of the output, which in 
turn will make it far’more inviting to 
the laboring men of the East, and as 
the fruit gains in popularity the pricé 
must advance, while each 2 cents per 


doubles the net returns to the growers. 
There is no more forceful illustra- 
tion of the oft-repeated assertion that 
Southern California must aim to pro-— 


sible in any line than that presented 
by the dried apricot, and this year will 
offer an excellent opportunity for tak- 
ing a step away from the slovenliness 
which ‘has prevailed in some quarters. 

Most, thgt has been said above re- 
garding t apricot. is equally applic- 
able to the peach, which, though pro- 
duced in less quantity, is still a very 
important output of Southern -Califor- 
nia, and one worthy of more discrimi- 
nating attention in its preparation for 
the ,market. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


OUR FISHING INDUSTRY. One of 
the important industries of this sec-” 
tion that has been hitherto neglected 
in an urnaccountable manner, is that 


California swarm with valuable food 
fish, of which so far very little use has 
been made. There is a cannery at San 
Pedro which puts np a considerable 
amount of sardines that find a ready 
sale in the market, and something has

NEW YORK, July 2.—A veritable midsum- 
mer dullness: settled upon thé market for se- 
curities today and a further step was taken 
toward the stagnant condition to which the 
market has been coming for two days past. 


Dealings were very much smaller than yester- 


day or for many days past, variations were’ 
small and unimportant, “and no animation 
was manifest at any. point’ in the market. 
The prospect of only half a day of trading 
tomorrow, followed by a double . holiday, 
doubtless had its effect in curtailing opera- 
tions and discouraging venturés' upon new 
operations.

Dun’s Weekly Review. - 
NEW YORK, ‘July 2.—R.G. Dun: & Co,’s 
weekly review of trade will say. tomorrow 
that midsummer vacations have commenced 
in many works with the decrease of orders, 
as is usual at this season. This customary 
vacation is called a strike where agreements 
regarding wages for the coming year have 
not been reached, and the extensive strike of 
Amalgamated iron-works .announced July 1 
is of this nature, but the strike of coal 
miners in Illinois and: other Central Western 
States is not, and may prove costly. In some 
iron and cotton works wages have been re- 
duced, Owing to low prices, one cotton mill 
closing because the reduction’ was not ac- 
cepted. With a better demand the employers 
will seek an agreement, and-in its absence 
the workers will before long see that the 
situation is distinctly of a midsummer char- 
acter. Large hopes are built on prospective 
demand, after the Tariff Bill has passed, but 
the pressure in the market of large importing 
stocks may defer it: The general belief is 
that removal of uncertainty will in any case 
increase business. Since much of the future 
depends on crops, the brightening prospects 
are of the highest importance. Estimates by 
persons usually most pessimistic now far ex- 
ceed any made a month ago,.one promising 
559.000,000 bushels of wheat, with lower eon- 
ditions, but largely increased acreage.of corn. 
The movement of wheat’ is small, western 
receipts for the week being 1,630,779 bushels,

NEW YORK, July 2.—Bradstreet’s financial 

view tomorrow will say that the decline in 
tlie stock market which began last Tuesday 
was the natural result of the accumulation of 
weak holdings of long stocks and temptations 
to realize profits. ‘Ine declines were not dis- 
proportioned to the extent of the preceding 
advances in the more active menibers of the 
list, and at the concessions a_ considerable 
buying power reasserted itself. The liquida- 
tion and profit taking once exhausted,, the 
market steadied itself and presented unmis- 
takable indications that the accumulation of 
stocks was once more under way. The grow- 
‘ing factor,in the market is the wide-spread 
bullish speculative sentiment that had risen, 
expected profits, and the general feeling in 
railroad circles that a period of improving 
traffic and earnings is at hand. .

A THRESHING HAND KILLED AT 
PACIFIC BEACH. 


A Friendless Invalid Found Dead 
in Bed—Claimants to Land in 
Lower California—Angry Col- 
onists in the Peninsula. 


SAN DIEGO, July 2.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Harry J. Peterson re- 
ceived fatal injuries at Pacific Beach 
this morning, from the results of which 
he died while being brought into the 
city for medical attention He was 
working with a threshing tfit and 
about 8 o’clock this morning, while 
manipulating some ropes and a pulley, 
was struck on the back of the head 
‘by a heavy block. His skull was badly 
crushed. “ His companions made all 
haste to bring him into the city for 
medical attention, but “he died on the 
way. Peterson was 35 Years of age. 
He had a wife and two children, who 
reside at Descanso, on the road to 
Julian. He was a hard-working man 
and good citizen. 

FOUND DEAD IN BED.

FATAL CURRENT. 


A LINEMAN’S DEATH ON AN ELEC- 
TRIC-LIGHT POLE.’ 


| Frank MeAtee Meeta a Sudden and_ 


Painless End—In Daylight in the 
Sight of a Crowd—Fruitless 
tenipt to, Save His Life. 


Sudden. and painless from an 
electric shock came yesterday to Frank 
McAtee while he was working at his 
duties of lineman for the Los: Angeles 
Electric Company. The terrible acci- 
dent occurred in broad daylight, in full 
sight of the crowds which hurry along 
Spring street, and aroused idiot ex- 
citement. 

McAtee has been. working as line- 
man for the company for several 
months. Yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o’clock he climbed up an electric light 
pole on Spring street, directly across 
from the Bullard Block, to fasten_a 
He had no rubber gloves 
upon his hands, but trusted to his own 
deficient carefulness to protect him- 
self from harm. 

The people on the street heard a loud 
scream. The young lineman reeled 
backward, and hung limply against the 
pole, supported by the belt which 
passed around his body and then” 
around the pole. A crowd of people col- 
lected in a moment. Everybody had 
advice to offer, and no one knew just 
what to do. Two men at last came to 
the rescue. They clambered up the pole 
and grasped “the dying lineman, who 
hung limply and unconosious in their 
arms. Slowly and carefully they de- 
scended and brought him down to the 
| pavement. The patrol wagon was sum- 
moned, and McAtee, still breathing, was 
taken to the Receiving Hospital. Dr. 
Hagan and Dr. Morrison worked over 
him, but could do nothing. A few 
minutes passed and the last mae of life 
had departed. 

The dead body was taken to ne & 
Hines’s undertaking establishment. 
The Coroner was. notified, and steps 
were taken to learn as much as possi- 
ble of the way in which the accident 
happened. An inquest will be held to- 
day or tomorrow morning. 

McAtee was 28 years old, and unmar-: 
ried. He leaves a father ‘and a sister, 
living in Hiawatha, Kan., who were at 
once notified by telegraph of his tak- 
ing-off. Lately McAtee has been, room- 
ing with another lineman, F. G. Haw- 
ley, at No. 621 South Hope street. 

An examination of the body showed 
that there were very slight traces of 
the deadly current. On the right thumb 
there was a deep wound, where the cur- 
rent had burnt the flesh away to the 
bone, of a size just. large enough to 
slip over the wire. On the left fore- 
arm between the wrist and the elbow 
was another burn, showing where the” 
second connection had been made. At 
first the face as black from the blood 
which had rushed there, but thas soon 
changed, leaving the countenance with 
a look of peace, which showed that 
death had been without any pain, 

McAtee was a member of Hiawatha 
Lodge, No. 83, of Hiawatha, Kan., and 
of the Y.M-C.A. of this city.

“Immense Namber on the Pension 


Roll,’ and Why—A Conflict the 
Magnitude of Which Small 
Minds Fail to Comprehend, 


[The National Tribune:] ‘Immense 
‘number on the pension roll?” 
So there are, grumbling friends: 


* But did you ever stop to think that 


everything connected with that terrible 
‘way of the rebellion was immense—far 
beyond any previous human concep- 
tion? 
That is a stupendous fact that is 
‘likely to escape you, unless you keep 
‘it constantly in mind. 
..Jt is hard work for even us who 
‘went through the long struggle to 
keep before us a clear conception of 
its immensity, and we appreciate the 
dificulty that you may have in un- 
‘derstanding its proportions. 
In the first place, it is very hard for 
‘the mind to grasp. that'there were 
something over 2,000,000 fighting men 
on the Union side, and over 1,500,000 
on the rebel side. 
It_is impossible for any mind to 
thoroughly realize what so large 4 
number as 3,500,000 means, but it 
‘may assist the conception to remem- 
ber that it is a great many more 
than there were of men, women and 
Children in the thirteen colonies at 
the time they won their independence. 
Then, if it is recollected that these 
2,000, 000 men on one side, and 1,500,000 

on the other, went at each other with 
all the deadly weapons that human in- 
genuity could devise, that they kept 
jt up without let or cessation for four 
long years, it will be easy to under- 
‘Stand that they filled the land with 
“the dead, and maimed and cripples. 
The astonishment soon becomes not 
that there are so many on the pension 
“rolls, but that there’are not more 
“here: 

The mind éannot grasp the fact that 
atbhere were actually 2,000,000 combat- 
‘ants under one flag, and 1,500, 000 un- 
der the other. 

It cannot realize that the line of 

pattle was 2000 miles long. 
It cannot comprehend that it was a 
frequent occurrence to have several 
‘thousand men killed in a single day, 
‘and four or five times as many 
wounded. 

Every figure connected with that 
gigantic struggle has a startling vast- 
ness. 

For example, the terrible strains, 
hardships, and casualties of the long 
‘struggle are testified to by the fact 
that there were 6,049,648 cases of sick- 
mess, injuries, accidents and wounds 
‘treated by the surgeons in the Union 
hospitals. 

The malarious swamps of the Missis- 
Sippi» and the seacoasts sent 73,285,376 
‘cases of fever to the hospitals, of 
which 108,587 resulted fatally, and 37,- 
882 men were so wrecked as to neces- 
Sitate their discharge from-the army 
as incapable of further service. 

‘The terrible strains of battle and of 
anxious nights and fearful days sent 
170,032 cases of nervous diseases to the 
Hospitals, of which 5257 resulted in 
death. Besides these, there were 25,106 
cases of heart disease, resulting in 2125 
‘deaths, and 10,797 discharges from the 

. service. 

The pelting storms, the freezing sleet, 
the drenching rain were. responsible for 
804,182 cases of disease of the throat 
and lungs, resulting in 24,100 deaths, 
and the discharge of 20,995 wrecks from 
the service. Also for 189,817 cases of 
rheumatism, of which 12,653 became so

A partial report of the wounds treated 
in hospitals brings the total up to 280,- 
040, of which 49,205 resulted fatally, and 
34,209 were so serious as to compel the 
discharge—of the maimed men. 
 Let-ahv man whose mind is troubled 
by the number on the pension rolls de- 
vote a little time to going over these 
immense figures, pencil in hand, and 
his surprise will.soon be that*there are 
no more on the pension rolls than erased 
are. 

All: those men who suffered those 
wolnds, hurts, disablements and dis- 
eases were at that time young, vigor- 
ous and-energetic. Many of them re- 
covered, or seemed to recover from the 
severest shocks to their systems... To- 
day, with the forces of life waning, 
these shocks reassert themselves, with 
interest gathered during the long years 
they have been held in abeyance. - 

Take, for example, the appalling fact 
that, in addition to those who died, 
there were 285,245 men so wrecked by 
their service that they had to be dis- 
charged as unfit for further duty. This 
is a larger amy than ever appeared on 
any battlefield in history. It is: more 
than the entire British army ever 
numbered.

Then think that, in addition to the 
number killed outright, there were 280,- 
040 men wounded by the enemy’s shot 
and shell, of whom 49,205 died of their 
wounds, and 34,209 had to be dis- 
charged. That is, the wounded men 
were greater in number than the entire 
force—English, Dutch, Germans and 
French—on both sides at Waterloo, and 
‘that those who died and those who had 
to be discharged exceeded in number 
the entire force under the command of 
the Duke of Wellington. 

These are only a few of the facts that 
ought to be thought of in connection 
with the size of the pension roll. Plenty 
more equally significant can be given.

CARLOS DE.CONTE... 


Romantic Life of a Man Who Was 
Known in Los Angeles. . 

Many people who had known Carlos 
de Conte during his residence here 
were shocked to learn of his untimely 
death in San Francisco while in @ 
destitute condition. The Call of Bunday 
last had the following sketch of: the 
life of this talented artist and polished 
gentleman, who was not fitted by na- 
ture or training to cope with the hard 
battle of existence in this country: . 

“Carlos Santa Cour de Conte, a scion 
of the illustrious Bourbon and Orleans 
family of France,. who, in his’ later 
years, preserved an incognito as For- 
tune de Conte, and: followed the pur- 
suit of art as a profession and means 
of livelihood, whose death occurred 
on Thursday morning under such un- 
ortunate circumstances, buried 
Seoterday afternoon from the French 
church on Bush street, better known 
as the Church of Notre Dame des Vic- 
toires. 

“The services were conducted ‘by Rev. 
Father Emile Gente, pastor of the 
church, the music being furnished by 
M. .Martinez, organist; Miss. Amanda 
Corcoran, soprano, and Miss . Reine 
Hickey, contralto. 

“The attendance, considering the 
short time the titled» and gifted artist 
had resided in San Francisco, was large, 
j/ and a number of prominent artists 
were present. The pall-bearers were: 
Gordon Ross, J. R. Martin, Chris Jor- 
gensen, G. Cadenasso, H. E. Parting- 
ton and H. d’Albertson. The inter- 
ment was in the French burial ground, 
whither the body was followed by the. 
family and the sorrowing friends of 
the deceased. 

“Fortune de Conte was no ordinary 
character, notwithstanding he died in 
obscurity in-our far western city. His 

death is illustrative of the fortunes of 
the family to which he belonged, and 
bears testimony to the noble fortitude 
and pride engendered in the Bourbon 
race. 
_ “Born some fifty years ago on a pala- 
tial yacht owned by his father, de- 
scending from. a royal and talented 
family, his life promised a position of 
wealth and power. His granfather was 
an eminent engineer who superin- 
tended the construction of the tunnel 
under the Thames River. His father 
was Carlos Santa Cour—de Conte, one 
of the peers of France, and Embassa- 
dor of his country to the Court of St. 
The various fortunes that pur- 
sued young De Conte through life 
might ‘well have suggested the name 
he adopted, for it was full of vicissi- 
tudes, seemingly always in dark mo- 
ments having the Zuiding star of thope 
as an allurement to encourage his: flag- 
ging spirits and spur him on to re- 
newed efforts.

The return of W. G. Nevin, general: 


manager of the Santa Fé road, from 
his trip East, has set many disquieting 
rumors as to changes to be made in 
Official positions, at rest. Mr. Nevin 


said yesterday that all the changes of. 


officials so far as he knew at this time, 
had. been made and that no further 
changes were contemplated. The name 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 


having been changed to that of the. 


Santa Fé Pacific, in order to meét cer- 
tain legal requirements, will necessi- | 
tate the overhauling of all the rolling 
stock on that branch, but this will be 
done gradually in orders to avoid un- 
necessary expense. 

The general manager, general pas- 
senger and freight agents and the legal 
department of the Santa Fé have all 
entered upon the discharge of their new 
duties, which means the adding of the 
Santa Fé Pacific’s work to that prev- 
iously. devolving upon the various de- 
pariments. This will require an increase 
of the force in the general offices and 
will probably result in some promo- 
tions, several of the well known local 
men being slated, it is said, for a “‘rise”’ 
when the changes are’ made. 

For months, ever: since it has been 
definitely known that the Santa Fé had 
purchased the Atlantic and Pacific and 
that the San Francsco and San J oaquin 
Valley Road would be built through to 
Bakersfield as soon as_ possible, the 
general expectation has been that the 
Santa Fé would at once commence the 
extension of its branch from Mojave 
through the Tejon Pass to Bakersfield. 
This- would give the Santa Fé not only 
direct connection with the Valley road, 
but direct connection with San Fran- 
cisco via the Valley road. Mr. Nevin 
says the Santa Fé will undertake no 


extensions in the near future, not, in- 


fact, until all the lines now operated 
by the Santa Fé are in first-class con- 
dition. He denied the rumor, or rather 
having any knowledge of its truth, sto 
the effect that Santa Fé surveyors 

again at work in Tejon Pass, and ad- 
ded that the preliminary work done 
in the pass and its approaches by the 
road some years ago rendered another 
preliminary survey unnecessary. The

roads would not only give the people of 
the valley access to Los Angeles as a 
market, but would insure ‘‘terminal- 
point’ rates” on freight which would 
be so low that it would pay to buy 
here. 

The Santa Fé’s general manager re- 
ports prospects throughout the West 
better for railroad -business than have 
been in years, especially in Kansas 


_and Nebraska, where the heaviest yield 


for many seasons has been harvested.
